Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

The  Registrar  General's  figure  for  the  population  at  mid  year 
1966  was  6,920  the  same  figure  as  last  year.  On  births  and  deaths  there 
were  112  births  and  156  deaths  compared  with  125  births  and  138  deaths 
last  year.  The  trend  of  the  town's  population  of  births  and  deaths  can 
be  seen  on  the  table  on  page  5 of  the  Report.  When  considering  the 
number  of  deaths  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  there  is  situated  in  the 
town  an  Old  Person's  Home  and  also  a Hospital  Geriatric  Unit  to  which 
elderly  persons  from  all  parts  of  the  county  are  admitted  and  who  become 
permanent  residents  of  the  town.  The  crude  death  rate  of  the  town  can 
thus  become  abnormally  high  compared  with  that  of  other  districts. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  infectious  diseases  were 
relatively  few  and  call  for  no  special  comment. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  again  changed  little 
during  the  year.  All  of  the  158  samples  of  the  town's  water  supply 
administered  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  ’Water  Board  were 
satisfactory.  Sewage  continued  to  be  treated  at  the  Riverhead  Sewage 
Works  and  a further  30  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  closet 
system  leaving  only  19  pail  closets  in  the  district. 

On  housing  43  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  year  and  a further  21  were  in  the  course  of  construction.  Two  areas 
comprising  17  houses  remain  represented  under  section  157  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957. 


One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  continued  to  be  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

In  presenting  this  Report  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  Marsh  and  the  staff  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
constant  interest  and  support.
